It 
i-i thought, however, that he divulged 
the name of the man who Inflteted the 
fatal wound. 

Clark soon dleflk from the loes of 
blood and Coroner CharliH Slack was 
notltied. After a brief investigation 
the coroner ordered the body brought 
to this fii.v ulnrc It was placed in 
the undertaking parlors of Myall A 
Calvert.

PLEA FOB T1M£ HALTS DECISION 
IN ARABIC CASE. 



WASHINGTON, August 24.— Count 
Von Btrattorlf, the Qerman ambasBa- 
Aor oomnanlcated to the Rtate De- 
partment today, tnatructlona from his 
■O'veminent pxproHHiiiK ickioi mid 
■jrmpathjr i( Americana lost their lives 
In tb« alnklng of the Iln«r Arable, and 
aakliiK that the United Stati'H delay 
taking a definite Htand in regard to 
the affair until Oemtany eould be 
heard from. 

This was tlic lirst word from an of- 
ficial German source concerning the 
Arabic, on which two Americana per- 
ished . Ita receipt waa followed by an 
'evident rflaxaiion of the teiiHion 
Which baa been growing here as days 
paaaed with no indication of a deaire 
on Germany'H part to (lis< lairn an In- 
tention of coninilttlng an uei" delib- 
erately unfriendly," toward the I nlt- 
ed SUtea. No attempt was made 
either at the State Department or the 
White Houae to ineipret the anihassa- 
dbr'a communication. Officials merely 
said that of oonrae the American gov- 
ernment would await the Qeruian ex- 
planation of the action of the sub- 
marine oommander In stnklns the 
liner. 

Count Von Bernstorff toleprnphed 
the State Department from New York 
the text of his instsuctiona from Ber- 
lin. It fbllowa: 

"The German anihasKudor reecived 
the following Instructions from Uerlin 
whleh he communleates to the De- 
partment of Slate: 

"So far no ulllcial information avail- 
able conccininK the sinking of the 
Arabic The German government 
trusts that the American government 
will not take a definite atand at liear- 
Ing only the reporta of one aide whicb 
In the opinion of the Imperial Oer- 
I'.an Kovernnirnt can not rorrespond 
with the facts but that a chance will 
be given to Germany to be heard 
f-qnally. AltliouKb the Imperial gov- 
ernment does not doubt the Kood faith 
of the witnesflea whose statements are 
reported by the newapapers in Eu- 
lope it ahould be borne In mind that 
these statements are naturally made 
under excitement which might easily 
produce wrong Impreasions. If Amer- 
Itann should aetiially have lost Uvea 
tUla would naturally be contrary to 
our Intentions. 

"The Oernian government would 
deeply regret the fact and begs to ten- 
der slnoerest sympathies to the Amer- 
ican government" 

The ambassador made no comment 
upon the statement and an attache 
said that it spoke for itself.

marine commerce, in discusnlnR the relation of ftM porta 
to the development of eea. trade said in part: 

"Ships win go hundreds of miles out of their way to 
avoid ports surrounded by a tariff wall. Tho only way. 
therefore, for a country with a turiff to compete in the 
shipping world with a free trade country is tq establish 
fr«« porta at atrateglcal points along its coast line. Oer 
manjr hat doaa ao, and in a comparatively short period 
baa ballt np a carrjrlBC trada whlah batora tha war was 

aariovsly thraataalnc Uagland'a aapranuMr. Hamburg. 

ona of the three German free porta, now nmka aa tba aaoond ffM^fM^ aaaport 
la the world, its toul foreign commarea in 191S balag only H,OOO.MO oadar 
of New York. 

"Tho free port would offer great opportunity for financial oparationi. now 
made posBlble by the recent currency act. It would atlmulata Intaniattonal 
banking, and would tend to aiilft the financial center of tba world to tola 
country. And Amerlc.i. by the logic of events, has become tba natural cantar 
tor the world's financing, Just as lx)ndon became that center several centurlas 
ago, when it Khifted from the cities of the N'etherlands. But the financial 
center wlli only move to this country when It becomes a clearing bouse of 
goods as well us of money. For credit the world over is created by CurrenUy 
created wealth In transit or change so that our financial expanaion is depend- 
ent upon tho opening up of American ports to the clearance of tha wealth of 
the world. A port should not operate to yield a return on the investment, 
but to develop the prosperity of the country." In recapitulating the advan- 
tages, Mr. Howe brings out the importance of the free port in developing our 
shipping aa« Uaktag m with Soiith ABarloa. Aala aad Atrloa. aad thaa oon- 
eludes: 

"The most important gain ia the direct gain to America It will cheapen 
commodities by bringing great qiiantitles of goods to our doors for Imporia- 
Cton or export, as trade needs demand. It will ntlnmlate the growth of exi>ort- 
Int bouses, which can hold goods for an Indefinite \^TUn\ without payment of 
tarts dues (often equal to the cost of the article itself) for disposal to meet 
tho trade demands of tbe whole world. It will upbuild international credit 
and shift to America an laeraaalaff aai alttmatoUr ft pradeaOaaai ahara la 
fataraatlonal exohanga. 

"FlaaUy. America la tbe natural country to be the counter of tho world. 
Ita aaaaoaata taca every other continent; it is the greatest of ail reservoirs 
tfC nw BUltarlala and foodstuffs, in iron and steel and standardized produo- 
tioa U la in a position to compete with the world. Hut international trade 
(and tbis is always overlooked) must be reciprocal. It cannot be one-sided. 
And credit balancaa cannot tor any prolonged period be paid in gold. They' 
caa only ba paid by axcbaata of wealth."

Local Juries Won't Convict, Says 
IMrs. Florence Kelley. 



SHE WANTS A FEDERAL UW. 



Child lal)or laws will not Ix- enforced 
until there is a federal law which the 
government will enforce. So Mrs. 
Florence Keiicy told the Klcvi nth An- 
nual Couferem'C on CLiKi I^iibor at ita 
recent San Francisco meeting. During 
bar wide and varied ezperlance lira. 
Kelley baa aecuoiolated manjr exam- 
ples of vfhj a atate ciiiiii ial)or law 
can noror be properly euforced and 
w hy tiio federal fOTemaieBt moat take 
a hauU in it 

"After a state child lnl)or law is on 
the statute books tbe difflculUes of the 
tnspeetora are only a part of tbe obata- 
cles that confront tba atate In getting 
that law enforced. If an inspector 
works very Imrd he is coinnionly re- 
moved— tliiit is, if lie works liard and 
boaeotly nnd nbly 1 have watrhed in 
speetors working hard, honestly and 
ablr being removed for tbirty-tbree 
years. Due who does not work bant 
and ably and honestly will probably be 
ri'mo\ (>(l anyhow wlien tbe polltlcn of 
the state ehaiiKes. 

"WUlle the inspector is working Inird. 
ably aud honestly it is exL-eedingiy dif- 
ficult to get a law enforced, if proHecu- 
tlon ia required, becauae local magla- 
trates are usually reluctant to enfWee 
it and local Jnries to uphold It. Some 
ypnrs a>;o we were proseciiiliip in Chi 
capo a certain sweater who had em- 
ployed sixteen k'Irls lIlcKally. A dozen 
witnesses were suhpoenatHl, and they 
all awore cheerfully tluit tbe law bad 
tiaaq kept, altbough tbejr knew that 
tbtj iMd bean working Ulegally tbat 
day. 

"Tho Jiistli e ttionuht it a merry Jest 
tliat we could not ^'et warriiiits against 
those perjured witnesses. He said. 'If 
I were going to choke my office up 
with perjury suite against witnesses 
la minor caaeo we would not get any 
btialneaa done,' ao tboee perjured wit- 
nesses went scot free." 

As a further llluHtration Mrs. Kelley 
spoke of the (lllM' nlty the .New York 
State r)epartinent of Labor has experi- 
enced in the past two years in prose- 
cuting canncrs. The trouble was not 
with perjured witnesses there, but with 
local Jnrlee. The local jurlea woaM 
not ooovlct becanae moat of tbem were 
fanaaia who sell their goods to Uio 
cfinnerles and had no idea of partici- 
pating in the iiunlshment of their cus 
tomers. "That condllion is so wide- 
spread throughout New York, New .Jer- 
sey, Maryland and Delaware." said 
Mrs. Kelley. "tbat there la no present 
hope of enforcing tbe child labor law 
in tbe canneries of tboee states witl) 
local Jurors In im al courts. 

"I do not shart) tliu millennial belief 
that we Hhall In any near future have 
our laws ol>eycd Ijy the agreement of 
employers and employees In Indnstiies 
in which tbe employeea are unorganiz- 
ed. Laws are obeyed only where there 
are powerful organiaatlons of workers 
to compel ol»cdlence. But whpre there 
is a body of helpless aliens, as in most 
8weate(l Indu.sirles, or in remote vil- 
lages far from Iho searchll;,'ht It will 
take a great deal of evlden<e (o con- 
Tince uie that all employers will vol- 
untarily obey the child labor law. Our 
Immediate need la tbe paaaafa of a 
federal child labor law to enable the 
federal goverpment to enforc* |||»

annual conference of Governors in 
this city. These resolutions were in- 
troduced by Governor Walsh, of Mas- 
saehaaetta, and aatd: 

"The Governors of llic R(>vcral coin- 
mouwealths of the nation, in coufer- 
ence aaaembled, deeire to tender yon 
an oxproBslon of their conAdeBOe and 
support in this hour of deep Interna- 
tional concern, and to assure you of 
tiieir readiness to follow your leador- 
Hlilp in all matters which you deem 
best to promote the honor and main- 
tain tbe peace and welfare of the na- 
tion, and the whole people." 

A sharp division of opinion mani- 
fested itself at the conclusion of ad- 
dreaaea by Governors William H. 
Mann, of Virginia. Robert L. Williams, 
of Oklahoma, and Moses Alexander, of 
Idaho, who urged the extension of 
the powers of tho Governors, when 
former Governor Alva Adama, of Col- 
orado, took advanlane of the oppor- 
tunity of discussion afforded by the 
program. 

"Von would have us drift away from 
(feniocracy, to drift from tiie policies of 
Tliomas Jefferson to those of Alexan- 
der llamllton," he stated, "an Idea en- 
tirely contrary to our Ideas of dem- 
ocracy it is a power that belongn to 
a monarchy." 

Francia B. McOovem, former Co\ - 
t rnor of WisconBln. In diffcrinu from 
.Mr. Adams, said it was the people wlio 
were demanding taereaaed powefa for 
the Oovernors that they may be made 
more elliclent. He expressed the lie- 
lief that the Governors' powers might 
well be increased without encroach- 
ing upon the executive branch.

ernor Franklin Fort, of New Jersey, 
who was presiding, Gov. James S 

Fielder of New .Tersey, told of the op- 
eration of tlie short ballot in his

Kastman Kodak Compnry, of Roches- 
ter, is a monopoly in restraint of trade 
in violation of the Sherman anti- 
truat law, according to a decision 
handed down here by Judge John R. 
Iinzel (if the I'nited States district 
court. The decision granta the de- 
fendant company an opportunity to 
1 resent a plan "for the abrogation of 
the illegal monopoly," on tho first day 
of the November term. 

.ludge Hazel In h'a opinion Htated 
that while it appeared that no irre- 
mediable bardahip would rcanlt from 
a separation of the present business 
into two or more seperate companies, 
it was not at this time intended to In- 
dicate either a dissolution, division or 
reorganisation. 

It no doubt Is possible, he said, that 
un adequate measure of relief might 
result from enjoining the unfair prac- 
tices of the li'rnis of sale agreement 
and from a separation of the busi- 
neaa: but tbe defendanta ahould have 
an opportunity to present to the court 
on tlie (irst day of the 1915 November 
term, a plan for the abrogation of the 
illegal monopoly unduly and unrea- 
sonably restraining Interstate trade 
and comnn'i'ce, or if an appeal fiom 
this interlocutory decree is taken to 
the Supreme Court and this decision 
Is ttffirnied, such a plan is to be pre- 
sented within sixty days from the Til- 
ing of the mandate.

That tbe Elastman Kodak Company 
of New Jersey acquired many stock 
houses, cnganed In different states In 
selling photographic supplies manu- 
facturing by the defendanta and their 
competitors. 

That the defendanta, with the inten- 
tion of monopolising tbe Importation, 
acquired the exclusive right tO sell In 
the United States and Canada raw pa- 
per atoek from European paper mills 
—a neceaslty in tbe manufkoture of 
i-botograptaic papam. 

That from 1S99 to 1908 all BaBtman 
(.roducts wore sold by dealera under 
restriotiona and with' dlacounta which 
ptifled compelitiort. In 1!^0S these dis- 
counts were discontinutnl and conse- 
Quently so-called terms of sale were 
a<i opted, limiting dealers to the hand- 
ling exclusively of Baatman products 
i.nder penalty of revocation of the 
right to deal in any o( tbe Baatman 
commodities, 

riy tlm «c(iut8lllon of properties and 
enforcement of the terms of sale, it 
waa alleged the defendanta acquired 
the largest percentage o fthe trade 
unlawfully restrained such trade and 
obtained an Utagal monopoly.

REPORT OF VI8ITIK0 JilRSE, MA- 
SON COUNTY HEALTH LEAGUE, 

TBAi m^u. 

The acttvlticB of the league for the 
fiscal year Just ended have been many., 
Prominent speakers have been em- 
ployed to prove the necessity for the 

public health service and to aBslst In 
devising ways and means 9f lifting our 
county from Its lethargy and arousing 
the cltirens to a realization of Indi- 
vidual duty. The financial support of 
the public, the aopcpciatlon and loy- 
alty of friends, the graUtude of our 
many families and the united efforts 
of our iibyslrlans help to lead US to 
feel that our effort have been worth 
while. The first duty of a visiting 
nurse litonurBo; a principle that will 
perhaps always be adhcrred to, but 
if she were concerned simply and 
Bolely with the actual nursing she 
would lose the rich opportunities for 
helpfulness that confront her at every 
turn. 

The public little reallM the equip- 
ment of heart, hand and brain she 
must carry with her to he inocetsful, 
for when she starts on her busy 

loundR sbf does not know whether she 
will be called upon to art as teacher, 
relief agent, legal adviser, sanitary In 
rpector or lust nurse. Everything that 
concerns the family is of vital Interest 
to her and the moment slie ( rossos thr 
tloor step every occupant of the house 
becomes her charge; the condition of 
the room and of th(> entire house, for 
that matter, is often as important as 
the pationet in bed and It she leaves 
that home without doing all in her 
power for helpfulness to better living, 
she has fkllen short of her duty. 

DnrlnR the year 1,204 visits have 
l,een made to the sick poor. Think of 
w hat that means, think of the obscure 
places that have been visited, of the 
comfort and skillful care rendered 
these niifortunates. but more than 
that, think of the encouragement car- 
ried to the many desolate homes. 

In addition to the visits to sick per- 
sons 808 visits of various kinds have 
been made, bringing the total number 

of visits by the nurse up to 2.102. It 
iB easy to state how many visits the 
nurse makes in the eonrae of the year, 
how many pntlents she sees, but who 
can tell to what degree she has awak- 
ened the dormant self-respect of an 
ivfnicted family or aroased a dulled 
ambition, shamed a mother for her 
slovenness or aroused a drniikeii fath- 
er to a sense of duty to his wife and 
children? It Is a line thing that she 
Kies into tlie filthy tuime and makes it 
not only habitable but invitlnc. but It 
Is a finer thing that by her influence, 
not only upon the patient, but upon 
the place and all who dwell In it. she 
leaves an inspiration to he something; 
■a little more and something a little 
better than they have been. 

The work of the visiting nurse, or to 
tise a broader term, public health 
nurse, is, in the broadest sense, one 
of prevent ional education, but to teach 
some families is very difficult. It is a 
Vnown fact that many poor ignorant 
ix ople have a curiously irresponsible 
way of attributing all their mlsfor- 
tunt's to providence, an 1 ho over and 
r.ver again the nurse must teach the 
fundamental sanitary laws that dirt, 
foul air and overorowdlnK their liv- 
ing apartments means Blckness, suf- 
fering and death. It is only after she 
bas established a strong bond of sym- 
pathy and friendship with them, 
through personal service rendered, 
tliat they believe her and follow her 
counsel. 

Our work has grown steadily for the 
past two years, and if we are to keep 
race with the demands for our service 
V e must have the financial support of 
the citizens of the city and county. 

If the good people of this community 
will Just stop to consider what ONR 
DOLLAR will do In our work, I am 
sure that we will rteelve many gifts 
of a single dollar. 

One dollar pay* the cost of two vis- 
Its to some suffering and often neg- 
lected human being; It supplies milk 
and eggs to a tuberculosis patient for 
D week; it will supply surgical dress- 
ings for a chronic case that must be 
cared for in the home, for be It said 
to the shame of our prosperous com- 
munity, there Is no InstltaUon to care 
for our poor, whether acutely alct or 
chronic. 

The year that has Just drawn to a 
close has made many demand* on the 

generous public of the entire country 
and Mason county has been no laggard 
in its response to the cry of distress 
that has come from afar. It Is right 
that wt' slioulil Klve of our ahiiiidant 
Store to our stru ken brethern in for- 
eign lands, but h t us not forget the 
distress and afBiction of those within 
our own gates, let us bee heedful of 
our own maimed and suffering men 
and of our helplesa women and chil- 
dren. 

The nursing service of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company has 
increased somewhat this year, but we 
still fell there are many of their sick 
industrial policy holders we do not 
reach. Our co-operation with them 
has been a great help to us flnan- 
clally and has also served constant- 
ly to open new homes and iielnhhor- 
boods to us, tbereby extending the 
scope of our work. Our relationship 
with the company has always been 
most satisfactory. Respectfully sub-
